The English ancestry is spread all over that country but Dorothy Southard is a descendant 
of the Southworth’s of Samlesbury in Lancashire. That family, of the minor gentry, had 
their seat in Southworth and Samlesbury in Lancashire and Dorothy comes from a cadet 
branch that was given the Southworth lands in neighboring Yorkshire.

Upper & Lower Samlesbury Manorhouses & the rebuilt Southworth Manorhouse were the major seats. 


Upper Samlesbury Hall still stands and is used as a conference center and is a popular site for weddings. 


Construction was started in the 1320s and the property remained in the family until 1829.

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Lower Samlesbury 
Hall was on the banks 
of the River Ribble and 
was either razed or, 
perhaps, some of the 
walls were incorporated 
in the structure now 
standing on the site.

The Murphy family is from Monageer in County Wexford, Ireland. 
The area lies in the expanse of farmland to the north of Oulart Hill. 


The village of Monageer is quite small. 


Another place in Ireland 
that one of Dorothy 
Southard’s ancestors held 
was Castlejohn in 
Slievardagh Barony, part 
of the Templemichael Civil 
Parish in County 
Tipperary. 


It was owned by Captain 
Thomas Shepherd in the 
late 17" century. 


Moving to the Continent proper we find the Amsterdam City Council deciding upon 
restoring some buildings to their earlier arrangements and one of their choices was the 
tavern of Pieter deWynter at #5 Prins Hendrick. The first of Dorothy’s Southard 
ancestors in the New World was Thomas and he married Annica Jansen who was the 
daughter of Anthony Jansen and Grietje Reyneirs of Amsterdam. They met while 
Anthony was a boarder above the tavern where Grietje was employed. That tavern was 
Pieter deWynters! 
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
